For the U.S. middle class, the 
economy failed to grow after 
the 1970s.

We have reminded them of the circumstances of our emigration 
and settlement here. We have appealed to their native justice and magnanimity, and we have 
conjured them by the ties of our common kindred to disavow these usurpation's, which would 
inevitably interrupt our connections and correspondence. They too have been deaf to the voice 
ofjustice and of consanguinity. We must, therefore, acquiesce in the necessity, which de¬ 
nounces our Separation, and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind, Enemies in War, in 
Peace Friends. 

We, therefore, the Representatives of the United States of America, in General Congress, As¬ 
sembled, appealing to the Supreme Judge of the world for the rectitude of our intentions, do, in 
the Name, and by Authority of the good people of these Colonies, solemnly publish and de¬ 
clare, That these United Colonies are, and of Right ought to be Free and Independent States;

I am writing you to let you know what is going on in the dungeon here and warn you it is not 
pleasant. The administration is allowing black inmates to rape young white inmates with al¬ 
most no penalty to the black inmates. 

The reason for them allowing this is that they say it helps keeps the gangs content and pre¬ 
vents them from harming the guards. It is appalling. After the gangs rape a young white guy, 
they bring one of their members who has HIV to the room and have him rape the boy as well. 

The gangs have been beating young white guys and forcing them to pay $5 a week rent for 
living in their room.The gang takes all of the property from the young guys and make them into 
slaves, but the administration will do nothing about it. Some of the guards are appalled at what 
is happening but have their hands tied as to what to do. 

The D.O.C. has been adding extra fences inside the institution here and a high ranking offi¬ 
cial has told me that the D.O.C. is adding these fences in all the prisons. They are to be used to 
keep inmates in tents. This facility is supposed to hold 860 inmates but they have almost 2,000 
and with the extra fences they claim they could add an extra 1,000-2,000. But who are they go¬ 
ing to put in there? 

They are bringing young white inmates into the prison system which is over 70% black and 
they put them on a gallery where there are 100 blacks and only 10 whites. They don’t have a 
chance. I have challenged the administration on this point several times and was told to mind 
my business or else, but since the latest incidents I cannot stand around and do nothing. 

I may get into heat for sending this letter to you and for writing the state Representative, but 
something must be done. If, or rather when, they try to silence me on this matter I will let you 
know., but for now this matter must come to the attention of someone on the outside.
